Imduk APOLiBAFeb. M.— The strike of 

the Inclianaix)lis Street Ciir Brotherhood, 
which, up to Saturday, was coiidacted 
with remarkable quiet ami good order, 
was Saturday marked by soenefl of riot 
and violence hardly paralleled in the his- 
tory of this dtjr. Mayor SalliTMi de- 
cided to eztend the asnstMiM of the po- 
lio* Saturday morning to the oompeay's 
efforts to run its cara. Orders were is- 
sued to Su[i*>riutendent Colbert, and he 
in return divided his forces and assigned 
the oeptains to their srreral looalitim 

Flrat Attempt to Mava Oara. 

The first attempt to more caafs wm 
made at the New Jersey street bems in 
the omtskirts of the oitr. Mayor Bulli- 
van, with Chief of PoUoe Oolbert and 
thirty-six patrolmen appealed there 
Bhoruy before 7 o'clock In the mom' 
ing. The mayor addressed the assem- 
bled striker*, teUing them that they 
most do ao violeuce. Soon the Ug doors 
of the lMm.were opened aad a oar driven 
oat. It qoicklv moved down Maasacha 
setts avenne io PennsylTania avenne, 
and at the Grand opera hooae one hnn- 
dred strikers met it with a shont. They 
grabbed the bridles ci the aralesi and 
brought the car to a staadsttU. The 
police climbed down from the car, jerked 
oat their clubs and, after fastening the 
traces that the strikers had unhooked, 
the car was escorted around the circle 

When the car reached Washington 
street a howling mob of one hundred 
persons was after it. Not far behind 
was No. 82, with Joseph Cochran and 
A. F. Rork as driver and conductor. In 
front of the snrgical instltnte more help 
from the Louisiana street bam caught 
the cars. The cars stopped and police 
reinforcements arrived. A surging mass 
blockaded the street. A third car com- 
inKdown Georgia street was held up. 
Tli»- policemen were too few to look 
after the mules and the rear ef the car 
and each one was lifted from the trvsk 
and turned crosswise of the rails. The 
crowd was wild. The strikers pushed 
against the police trying to nnhiteh the 
and shouting "soab" at the ectras. 
policeman had his dnb in hia 
hand, but did not use it. 

Turned crossways of the traok the 
cars stood there for at least half an 
hour. The crowd thickened every min- 
ute. Finally Captain Dawson, forming 
his men in long rows on each nde of the 
car. gave the order to gfo forward. The 
mules were whipped; the crowd yelled 
and straggled, and the ear started. And 
it went. Every effort was made to 
break through the lines of poUoe with- 
out Di^cceee, and the car waa nm to 
the Louisiana street stahlsi, where the 
crowd deserted it. Anotber was started 
the same way, but some nun slipped in 
and unhooked the traoea. Then the 
btrikers grabl)ed the car and ran it down 
to the Htable.s by hand amid the plaudits 
of the apectators. 

A car, with four policemen and a 
driver, left the New Jersey street stables 
at about 8:80, and proceeded south on 
Alabama to Market, where it waa met 
by a crowd of strikers aad others. The 
car turned west on Bfarket street and 
then around the circle. The crowd grew 
larger as the car continued on its jour- 
ney, and by the time it had reached 
Gforgia street a dense mass of people 
were collected, and at the oomer of 
Georgia and Illinois everybody aaristed 
in bringing the car to a standstill by 
puHliing it from the track. By hard 
work the car was again replaced on the 
trac k und started on its journey. Then 
was heard the cry, "Here oomeB 
another 1" and the police were powarkse 
to prevent the grand rush that was made 
for the mule chariot rounding the (Geor- 
gia street comer, heading north on 
North Illinois. ^ . , 

When Peunaylvania was reached a oe- 
tenuined stand was madeby theatrihera. 
In vain did Superintendent Colbert shoot 
and try to beat the crowd back. In. vabi 
did his men try to follow his example. 
They flattened them against the car aad 
in a trice had the car crosswise of the 
tracks where it stood for fifteen or 
twenty minute*. The crowd beoame 
noisier and raining great volumes of 
abuse upon the driver, whose face waa 
anything but fearless. All the adjacent 
windows were thronged with people 
who waved their liandkerchiefs and

BeKlnnlng to Make Arrests. 
A lull seemed to ensue after the first 
wild uemonstration and Sui)eriutendent 
Colbert took advantage of it to organize 
his men for a fresh attack.

He ai)plied the lash, but 
the car could not be budged. That 
aeemed to infuriate the crowd and they 
bunt into the wildest of yells and a few 
stones commenced flying Into tlie car. 
One of them struck the driver, while an- 
other lodged in the bosom of a reporter 
gtandingon tlie front platform. Then 
the pouoe began to make arrests aud 
men were yanked iudif^ riuiitiat«lv out 
of the orewd and hustled off to the pa-

Abont lliSO ttie corner o< Oeotgla and 
Illinois streets waa the soene of another 
bitter fight Acarronaded the comer 
aad the i>lg crowd int e rcepted it Prom- 
inent amoug^ts memben waa a burly 
negro who was foremost in trying to 
stop the car. The ofBoers laid hold of 
him to place him under arreet. With a 
yell tiie crowd sprang upon the offldals 
and the negro waa wrenshed from their 
grasp. Saperinteadent CMbert headed 
a detail for his recapture. Thev went in- 
to the crowd mowing right and left with 
tneir clubs. Craaiitsal a big heavy 
board wielded by one of the crowd, de- 
sofnded upon the shprrintt^ndent** head. 
Another crash aad Captain Dawson was 
nearly felled to the ground by an earth- 
enware vessel which stmok him oa the 
hca<l, being throwa from^ aa upstairs 
window.

Snch actions as these precluded all 
poKsibililv of further leniency. Super- 
intendent Colbfit pulled a revolver 
from each jx)<. !<( t iind pointed their 
muzzk'R into the faces of the surgitig 
nmK.H of })pople. Sluwly the cn^wd Part- 
ed and tlie negro was recatitured. That 
no sooner was accoinpli-iiied than the 
crowd made a rush for the man who 
WHS attcuiptinp: tn drive the car.

fiions ulled the air. The driver's name 
wim IMadi^on and in an instant he was 
pulled over the dashboard, while sev- 
eral men belalwred him over the head. 

The Kliflit Ueoomes More Serlooa. 

The police re-charged and again the 
rocks begttu to fly. One huge brick 
straok Captain Dawson in the middle of 
the back, doubling him up with pain 
while a striker's nst landed beside^ his 
nose. Another missile struck Patrolman 
Settle beside the head, cutting his helmet 
clear through to the head. But Patrol 
man Bob Smith fared kidly. Stones 
struck liim under his helmet on the back 
of the head, ripping open the scalp and 
hair, laying bare the bone. After severe 
fighting the crowd was dispersed and 
quieted. Poor Bob Smith was carried 
away by an ambnlanoe. A few minutes 
later the car was run down to the Ijoniid< 
ana bams. This ended the attempt to 
run cars Saturday. The company an- 
nounced that it would make no effort 
to resume till Monday.

All day yei <'nl:iy w:i- a busy day for 
the city authorities and for the repre- 
sent. itives of organized labor, and it is 
generally Ijelieved that a decisive battle 
will result fmni the ejjwcted attempt to 
start the stn-et cars this afternoon 
E»irly ye^trr lay morning the entire po 
lice force b'",Mn the work (if .tuimnou 
ing citizens to apiM-ar before the boan 
of public saiety to be sworn in as extra 
policemen, and by 9 o'clock last night 
fully 1,()0<) of the represcntjitivo citizens 
of lndiana|iiilis bail been ordered to re- 
port fur duty by 10 o'clock today. 

The men thus sumiaoned and expect 
ed to act as special officers, re])re3ent 
the business interest of the city and Ije 
long to the very l)eat cliiss of citizens 
Many of them protest against such ser 
vice and a few nave declined to act, bu 
as a fine of iflOO may lie imposed if the 
order is not nbeyed tliey will doubtless 
app>ear a\>n]i (lie street, and Im assigned 
to duty wliitl'er they do it or not.

Feb. 29.— The most disas- 
trous fire in years occurred in this nty 
yesterday. An immense Lrrnnite and 
brick stractnre at the of Flat- 

bush avenne and Fulton street aud oc- 
cupied by the large clothing firm of 
Smith. Gray ft Company, and the Flat- 
bush storage warehouse concern, was 
coin]>letely gutted. With the exception 
of a few tottering walls not a vestige of 
the (>nre handsome buildini; remains. 
Several adjoining structures were also 
ruined by the fire, while a numV)€r of 
frame hmuM erere badly damaged. 

AlllM #UMmon were started of a 
serious loss of life, but it is believed 
that nobody was killed. One fireman, 
however, was fatally injured aad three 
received severe bmlsea. 

Charles Shay, an asslstaat foreman, 
is so badly hdrt that he will die. 

John M. Allen fell from a ladder, 
twenty-five feet, and broke his ankle. 

A firemaa aamed Bamswa* Ut by 
falling walls and was iajtued later- 

nally. i * * 

An unknown flrenum HmoMidlybi* 
jnred. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 

1 o'clock, and when the firemen arrived 
upon the Stone they found the whole 
lower jfoetir-^ ^of (he building in fiames. 
After an hour's ttmggle the fire was 
thoiight to be under oontnd, but while 
the fiemen were fighting the fire in the 
lower portir<n of the structure. Ihe 
flames were rapidly making sad navoc 
with the upper stories, where was stored 
great quanHt. of inflammable material. 
Suddenly flames shot out of the windows 
of the seventh and eighth stories. This 
was the first Intimation the flreiaen had 
that a fire was raging la fhS upper 
stories. 

A stroag wind prevailed, and it Was 
seen at once lat a serious conflagration 
could not be averted. More alarms for 
enginee were sent out, and soon over 
twenty streams were pouring upon the 
bumLoff straoture. But th^ proved of 
no avail, and the firemen, reulEing it 
was a hopeless job to trv to Save the 
building, directed their attention to the 
surrounding property, considerable of 
which was now bnnung. For a square 
around were scores of frame stmctures, 
sll thickly populated. Sparks from the 
burning builoing soon set fire to the 
roofs of those frame honaee, and it 
looked for a time as if they would be 

swept away. 

The firemen were busy trying to save 
the big buildings, imniediately adjoin- 
ing Smitii ft Gray's so the resi- 
dents of the frame dwellings 
ha4l to turn out and save their own 
property. With buckets of water they 
quenched the flames that caught every 
few minutes from the flying nieces of 
burning wood. At oae tune the situa- 
tion grew so '•erions the police ordered 
all the inmav^sof the frame dwellings 
in the rear and sides of tiie big building 
to vacate. The scene that followed was 
a remarkable one. Men, women and 
children rashed out of their homes, car- 
rying trunks; clothing and ntmierons 
valuables and piled them up in the 
street, safe from the flame*. The great 
est e.xcitement prevailed and as the 
flames grew larger tad the smoke 
denaar the people hsoaaie thonnigfaly 
ahtrmed. 

At 3 o'clock it seemed as if the whole 
square moat go. More engines were 
sent for and they arrived none too soon 
to save tlie frame houses, some of which 
were etOl asjioteoted. 

The flntnt were leaping high in the 
air when, aboat 6 o'clock, a massive 
tower, wnieh roee to a height of of 196 
feet, and which was in the center of the 
doomed building, fell, carr>'ing with it 
nearly the whole upper portion of the 
building.

JUDGE YOUNG. 



Death Claims the Member of the 
SfV^^'ioi' Court From 
Thto Olatriot. 



He Passed Away Saturday Evening. 
Sketch of tha DeoaMOd— HU 



Hon. Van B. Young, Presiding Judge 
of the Superior Court, died Saturday even- 
ing at 7 o'clock at tha family reaidenoe in 
Frankfort. 

Amonf the hut words he uttered in hia 
delirium were : " Qentlemen, it becomes 
my painful duty in view of the condition 
of my health, ami the fact that T can no 
longer aerve the Commonwealth as I 
wonld desire to do, to hand yon my resig- 
nation, which I a.sk yon to accoiit." 

Last D(H;ember Judge Youug w&a 
stricken with the then prevailing epi- 
(leniic, la friippe. The attack was a seri- 
ous one, and was followed by pneumonia. 
A Courier-Journal special says : " This 
completely shattered bis health, and left 
little more than strength enough during 
the ])a.xt month to barely walk to and 
from his home and the State Houae. 

"Last Wednesday week he fell sud- 
denly with an attack of what was supposed 
to be an ordinary caae of bilioua cramp 
colic. Hia condition eince then until a 
few days ago was variahle, at ont' time 
showing improvement and again a grad- 
ual weaking of his whole ayatem, bat at 
no time was it considered that his case 
was hopeless until the last few days, 
when his liver and kidneya failed to per^ 
form their functions and uraemic poison 
ireaalted. For two days, prior to the end, 
he was lyingin a stupor, rallying slightly 
at times to speak deliriously of caaea in 
law he supposed were beintj argued be- 
fore him." 

Deceased waa a son of Hon. Thomas I. 
Young, who waa twice State Senator and 
also United States Marshal of the dis- 
trict. Hia mother waa a sister of ex-Chief 
Jnstioe B. J. Peters, of Mt. Sterling. 
Judge Young waa bom in Bath C<jiiiity in 
1836, and studied law under Chief Justice 
Bobertson, whose granddaughter, Miss 
Mary Bell, the daughter of Dr. David 
Bell of Lexington, be married when he 
was in his twenty^^rst year. Belore 
he was twenty three years of age he was 
elected a member of the Legislature from 
Bath, and after serving one-half of his 
time, resigned to become a candidate for 
the office of Cirt^uit Clerk, to which he 
was afterwards elected. He was then also 
appointed Master Commissioner in Chan- 
cery, and resigned both ofBces before the 
terms expired to accei)t the appointment 
of Commonwealth's Attorney. In 1883 
he waa a candidate before the Democratic 

convention for Lieutenant (Jovernor and 
was defeated for the nomination by Hon. I 
J. K. Hindeman, of Barren County, ]>y ' 
one vote. In 18!K) he won the Democratic 
nomination in this district after warm 
contests before two conventions for Judge 
of the Superior Court over L. W. Robert- 
son, Esq., of this city, and J. H. Brent, of 
Paris. The fight for that nomination was 
close and exciting. The first convention, 
held at Lexington, adjourned without 
selecting a candidate. It was thought by 
many that Mason County's candidate 
would have won the honor if his friends 
had refu^t>(l to adjourn and forced a nom- 
ination at that meeting. 

The remains of Judge Young will be 
interred at Frankfort. 

Under the new Constitution the ap- 
pointment of a snccessor of Judge Young 

will ln" in;i<lo by the Governor for the 
peri(,^d until next November, when an 
election will be held to fill oot the unex- 
pired term until November, 18M, when 
the court will terminate its existence. 
The pay of the office ia-$S,600 per annum. 
The Courier-Journal upecial says : " It 
could not be said now who would likely 
receive the appointment from the Gov- 
ernor, but whoever obtains it, may safely 
bp put down as the incumbent for the 
entire term. No one, of course, would 
hardly contest the election with the ap- 
pointee next November, after he haa had 
but a brief opportunity to serve bin 
constituent.'- on the heiicli."

The olr! sayinp that "ninrdor will out" 
will probably be verified in the case of 
Simon Travis, colored, who was killed 
Saturday night, September 20, 1890. 

There were sensational developments 
in the case yesterday. Latie Gray, col- 
ored, who claims she wa," present when 
Travis' life was taken, made a confession 
to Captain Heflin. 

The Gray woman has been behaving 
rather strangely at times nearly ever 
since the killing, so much so that her 
friends have frequently noticed it. When 
asked what troubled her she would say 
she couldn't tell. 

Sunday she unburdened her mind and 
conflBSBed to Captain Heflin, giving him 
all the ilctiiils of till' tnip'dy. Briefly, 
her story is that JohnMarshall audUiram 
Stewart held Travis' while Charles Gants 
gave him his death wounds. She says 
that Tobe Singleton then got a wheel- 
banow, to take the body to the river and 
damp it in. When he came up with the 
wheelbarrow, Carri^ Payne, who was also 
a member of the party, took off her 
petticoat and it was spread over the 
wheelbarrow in order that there might 
be no blood left as tell-tale evidences of 
the crime. The body was wheeled to the 
river bnt as they were about to dump it 
in, some man called to them, " Don't 
throw that hog in tltere." They then 
wheeled the remains lMllltoJllii»<). A O.'s 
track and Stewart cut off tf|t Ulet, while 
Gantz slashed the head taA iace, the 
object b^g to create the impression 
that the man had been run over and 
killed by the train. 

The Gray woman says Gantz then took 
her home and told her he would kill her 
if she ever gave away anything about the 
mnrder. He has repeated this threat 
since. She says the quarrel started over 
Evaline Turner, who was in the crowd. 

Facts that were obtained the day after 
the killing tend to corroborate the story 
told by Lntie Gray. Nigllt Watchman 
Driscoll and Dr. Owens were among the 
first who reached the scene the next 
morning. TheBuLLvrtNinltsaocoanton 
Monday following says Travis' shoes were 
found side by side a short distance away 
from the body. They were cut up consid- 
erably, but the cutting looked like it had 
been done with a knife and not by the 
car-wheels. Investigation also showed 
that the man's throat had been cut The 
jugular vein had been severed, bnt the 
trachea was not touched. Trace!< <>l t)lood 
were discovered some distance down the 
railroad, and a wheelbarrow was missing 
at Pogue's distillery. Marks of a wheel- 
barrow track led up the railroad to a 
point where the body waa found. All 
these circumstances tend to corroborate 
the woman's confession. 

Steward and Gants were arrested last 
night by Captain Heflin and lodged in 
jail. They were taken before Judge 
Phister this morning, and their examin- 
ing trial set for next Wednesday morning. 

Tobe Singleton was convicted of the 
killing, and is now in the penitentiary 
serving his sentence of four years. 

Marshall has also been tried for the 
criino but wa.s acquitted. The indict- 
ment against Stewart waa filed away as he 
was oaed aa a witneas by the Common- 
wealth.

Ti)e iiiformAtlon extaiit here concern- 
ing the topography of the canal and the 
water supply is such as to warrant a safe 
pnwednre in the project. The water in 
the summit level of the Miania and Erie 
catml is greatly wasted. Positively 75 
p«'r cent, of the su])ply finds its way 
through waste weirs aiid leakages in the 
Iwiiks. The Miami river near Fort Jef- 
ferson feeds the canal rfght below the 
summit level and u would require little 
etT'ort to elevate its l>ed to allow the 
wat4'r to nui into the summit. Besides 
the Loramie reservoir feeds the canal six 
miles south of here. When the ship 
cuiuil is once filled, it wouM not require 
miicli iMori' water to feed ir than it does 
rtow. The locks of the i)resent canal are 
also gn at waste gates tt> the supply. 

Hejjorts concerning the meager supply 
of water in the pre.seiit summit level, 
are ne'^essarily founded ou many mis- 
guided Htatemeiit.s. It is a fact that 
great care must be e.xerciwd by catial 
ofticerti in time of heavy rains to avoid 
br(!Mkages in the banks. There is a 
sluice 4{ate at Loramies and Port Jeffer- 
erson, which is used for this purjxjse. 
The canal of the present day is in such 
a concbtion that it is dangerous to per- 
mit the full sii|iply of water in it. Old 
canal men have ridiculed the reiMjrts of 
the inefficiency of the water supply, and 
on the contrary strougly advocate the 
projeot
